Last 
Christmas, while her husband was away at 
work, in aspell of loneliness she got think- 
ing of them, and made up her mind to write 
to the matron of the Orphan's Home at New 
Orleans, to learn if they had any trace of the 
others. Imagine her great surprise to receive 
a letter direct from one. of her sisters, lifting 
the veil from the dim mystery of the past. 
The other two sisters had married brothers, 
and were living in New Orleans ; her brother 
had found an early grave with the thousands 
of other brave southerners during the great 
Civil War, "A week ago Mrs. Jones left 
Washington to visit her sisters at New Qr- 
lean# and the meeting we have no doubt, was 
a joyful one, after separation thirty-eight 
years ago,as little children, each of whom 
had long supposed the other to be dead.

Sir. W. F. Haynes Smith, the Governor of 
the Leeward Islands, has forwarded to the 
British Government a report that a serious 
famine exists in Anguilla, one of the little 
islands constituting the colony of St. Kitts- 
Auguilla. This island has an industrious 
black population of about 4,500 people. The 
natives have no industries such as sugur or 
cocoa raising depending entirelytupon provis- 
ions crop. Their last crop has utterly failed, 
owing to a long-continued drought, and they 
havebeen on the verge af starvation. The Gov- ' 
ernment ofthe Leeward Islands has been 
compelled to give food to at least 3,500 of 
them to keep them trom death. 

All the assistance thus far has been in the 
shape of food. Four months more will 
elapse before any other provisions can be 

‘raised, The Government has the

AN INDIAN SLADGHTER.

A party of Sioux Indians had a conference 
last week at Washington, D. ©., with 
United States officials.. The feature of the 
meeting was the story of the fight at Wound. 
ed Knee, which was told by Turning Hawk 
and American Horse, After describing the 
events that followed the Messiah agitation, 
and how the chiefs and elders endeavored to 
suppress it, Turning Hawk narrated how, 
frightened at the approach of the soldiers, 
and hearing all manner of rumors as to what 
the soldiers were ry Pow do with them, 
they fled into the re ds. Their friends 
and relatives, left behind at the . 
came very anxious about them and sent 
parties to them to try and induce them to 
succeeded. Turning 
Hawk continuing said: ‘‘ When our people, 
who had been frightened away, were return- 
ing to Pine Ridge, and when they had al- 
most reached the agency, they were met by 
the soldiersand surrounded and taken 
to the Wounded Knee creek, and there, at 
a given time, their guns were demanded, 
and when they had delivered them up the 
men were separated from their families, from 
their tepees and taken to a certain spot, 
their guns having been given up. When the 
guns were thus taken and the men separated 
there was a crazy man, ® young man of bad 
influence, and, in fact, a nobody among that 
bunch of Indians, fired his gun, and, of 
course, the firing of a gun must have been 
the breaking of a military rule of some sort, 
because immediately the soldiers returned 
the fire and the indiscriminate killing fol- 
lowed.” 

The Commissioner here interrupted to 
ask, ‘‘ Did this man fire at the soldiers or 
did he simply shoot in the air?” 

tted Horse—He shot an officer in the 
army; the first shot killed this officer. I 
was a voluntary scout-at that encounter and

Commissioner—In this fight did the wo- 
men take any part? 

Turning Hawk—They had no arms to 


| fight with. 


Commissioner—The statement has been 
made in the press that the women fought 
with butcher knives, and this has been 
given asa reason why the women were shot. 

Turning Hawk—When the men were 
separated and were bunched together at a 
given place, of course only the men were 
there. The women were at a different place 
entirely, some distance off. 

Commissioner—Was it impossible for a 
soldier to tell the difference between an In- 
dian and an Indian woman? The statement 
has been made in the public press that the 
soldiers shot the women because they dress- 
ed in such a way that they could not tell 
they were women. 

Turning Hawk—I think a man would be 
very blind if he could not tell the difference. 
I told you thatthe women were standing 
off at a different place from that where the 
men were stationed, and when the firing 
began those of the men who escaped the 
first onslaught. went in one direction, up the 
ravine, and then the women, who were 
bunched together at another place, went 
entirely in a different direction through an 
open field, and the women shared the same 
fate as the men who went up the deep ra- 
vine. 

Commissioner (to the interpreter)—Tell 
those that are gers I would like, if he 
(Turning Hawk) makes any statement which 
they do not accept, that they will correct it.

American Horse—The men were separat- 
ed, as has already been said, from the wo- 
men, and they were surrounded ly the 
soldiers, and then came next the village of 
the Indians, and that was entirely surround- 
ed by the soldiers also.

THE ARCTIC WINTER IN FRANCE. 

“ Warmories” for man and beast are the 
order of the day; The latter are in a dire 
condition, whether in the savage or domestic 
state. In certain of the forest : 
France the wolves and wild boars are coming 
within the pale, and taking up ition un- 
pleasantly close to outlying hamileta. they 
are becoming less and lesa afraid of man. 
The mayor of a village in Dordogne narrowly 
escaped lately being overtaken by two 
wolves, for these animals now hunt in 
couples. He took off his fur-lined coat, roll- 
ed it up, threw it on the road, and while the 
enemy was examining the bundle he was 
able to reach a cottage in the nick of time, 
He was going to attend a meeting for the 
relief of distress, and had to apologize for 
inability te deiiver his speech, as it was left 
in the pocket of his fur coat. Throw physic 
to the dogs, and eloquence to the wolves, 

While the wolves are concentratihg wher- 
ever there are flocks and herds, the bears 
in the Vosges and in the Pyrenees are 

rospecting unpleasantly around vill 

he denizens of the Paris Zoo Gardens are 
succumbing like flies to the influence of the 
present glacial period. ‘‘ Cold” blooded 
animals, as alligators, tortoises and croco- 
diles, are dying off as rapidly as the warm- 
blooded ones—-Indian buffaloes, hyenas, 
antelopes, zebras and monkeys. Forei 
birds, especially those from Australia, New 
Caledonia and Indo-China, are frozen to 
death, as are local thrushes, linnets, or 
other feathered friends. Even where some 
of the victims were sheltered, by keeping 
stoves burning day and night, a higher 
temperature could not be obtained than 44 
degrees Fah. The experiment was made 
to cover the hippopotamus with rugs, but 
the animal commenced eating them, appar- 
ently asa change of diet ; it no longer is 
allowed to indulge in its dafly tub. Unable 
to devise anything like a top coat for the 
elephant, its stable was lined with walls of 
straw ; the animal was of the “‘ rogue ” kind, 
as, the moment the keepers had finished 
their work, Jumbo pulled down the walls 
and revelled in the debris, 

In the provinces, and in the hitherto sun- 
ny south, the cold is more rigorous than in 
the north of France. At Valence, in the 
Drome, the region of oranges, the thermom- 
eter marks six d Fah. below freezing 
point. In the harbours of the Mediterran- 
ean, Port-Vendresa for example, the ships 
arrive covered with icicles, as if from nav- 
igating within the arcticcircle. At Prades, 
in the Eastern Pyrenees, a locomotive could 
not be despatched because the water was 
frozen in the boiler tubes. At several rail- 
way stations where wine, etc., had been 
stored for transit the barrels burst, and when 
the wine was a frozen stream the poor car- 
ried away the ice. Cellars are now provided 
with stoves to prevent wine, beer, potatoes, 
and other stored vegetables, from being 
frozen, The rural postmen have had in 
many places to relinquish the delivery of 
letters because pursued by wolves, wild 
boars and bears. The trains on the trunk 
railways are several hours late, but on many 


‘of the feeding lines traffic is altogether sus- 


pended. At Lyons, and in some of the min- 
or theatres of Paris, the representations 
have had to be suspended, owing to inability 
to maintain the temperature of the building 
above freezing point. At Figeac, in the Lot, 
the bread has been frozen as dry as “ the 
remainder biscuit after a voyage ;” while in 
the Cerdagne, inthe Pyrenees, the Assize 
Court has had to suspend proceedings be- 
cause the notaries and bailiffs had exhausted 
the supply of stamped paper, and, the roads 
being impracticable, no supplies could be 
obtained. 

Skating is as freely indulgedin on the 
** blue rushing of the arrowy Rhone,” as on 
the moribound Seine. The annual cattle 
fair at Alais has had tobe relinquished, no 
farmers would send cattle, and the few who 
did so lost several animals. Algiers, in ad- 
dition to frost and snow, is afflicted with 
earthquakes, and at the execution of the 
three men recently condemned to death by 
the Assizes, no curious persons quitted Al- 
giers to witness the gvillotineat work, Mar- 
seilles has cruelly suffered from the cold : 
among other cvlamities all the fish, in its 
breeding and fattening ponds, have been 
frozen to death, At Senegal sunstrokes are 
very general, but they do not ap to be 
more numerous than froststrokes here. Ex- 
tremes meet ; soldiers, instead of being three 
hours on sentinel duty at a time, are re 


_| lieved every hour; among other watch or- 


ders always given to sentinels are, that they 
mast not sit down, whistle or sing. These

The wing of the Exhibition building that 
was devoted in 1889to the Liberal Arts, is 
now converted into a mammoth warm- 
ery, heated by blazing brazeros, provided 
with beds from the military stores, while 
the supply of soup, at one sou per bowl, is 
unstinted. The question is now, not somuch 
to aid the needy as to positively save life. 
Be it remembered that for nine weeks thou- 
sands of able-bodied men, alarge number of 
whom are bread winners, have been out of 
employment. Not ogi are their thin 
savings exhausted, but their thinner credit 
with the huxters. And the latter complain 
that they are ruined ; have been eaten out of 
house and home; that the wholesale mer- 
chants refuse supplies, and decline to renew 
bills, The pawn-broking establishments are 
at present not overworked because the indi- 
gents appear to have long since parted with 
all penates that were receivable ; and worse, 
the pledge tickets have been sold ata dis- 
count, to afrightful class of speculators; for 
the pawn offices never lend more than be- 
tween the one-half and the two-thirds of the 
real value of the pledge. It is to redeem 
these essential pledges thata large portion 
of the sum of 2,000,000 frs. just voted by 
the Chamber, will be applied. 


The absence of water is another among the 
many drawbacks people suffer from ; this is 
more severely felt in the suburbs.

A Novel Tiger Ment,

termined by the inhabitants of the neighbor- 
hood to get rid of an immense tiger that had 
destroyed several head of cattle, the carcass 
of one of which was traced into the midst 
of a neighboring piece of jungle on the! 


the hamlet. 

Along the lower sides of this jungle a line 
was cleared, and nets made of coir rope were 
set up on posta about eight feetapart, while 
above an entrance was left for the tiger. At 
night the villagers and their friends, who 
had been invited from all the neighborin 
parts to join in the sport, mounted trees and | 
other points of vantage and waited, armed | 
with spears twelve to eighteen feet in length, 
for the advent of the tiger. 

During the night he appeared and enteerd 
the inclosure of nets through the opening 
left for him. After invoking divine assist- 
ance and encouraged by one who was beliey- 
ed to be under inspiration, the watchers de- 
scended from their posts and with yells and 
shouts drove their victim into the middle of 
the inclosure, when they stopped the en- 
trance with more postsand rope netting. The 
men remained round the jungle all. night, 
lighting fires to prevent any attempt at es- 
cape, and at noon the following day, after 
more Sank and much feasting, the whole 
country turned out in holiday attire to wit- 
ness the work of destruction. The tiger, 
which was a fine brute, measuring about ten 
feet, was then roused by stones and sticks, 
and made several furious rushes at its tor- 
mentors, only to be foiled by the net. It was 
® magnificent sight to see it spring forward 
in all its ferocity, and with a mighty roar 
dash itself against the net, After several 
charges, however, it got disheartened and re- 
tired to the middle of the inclosure, from 
which nothing would induce it to move. The 
circle of rope net was then drawn closer 
around it until the tiger could be reached 
with the spear. It made one more charge, 
and, after demolishing several spear handles, 
was pierced below the neck and fell dead. 
The skin was retained by the headsman of 
the hamlet as a trophy of the event. This

Fatare of Farming, 


After going over the history of farming 
during the past twenty years the Albany 
Cultivator, in suming up, says that the past 
few years have not been favorable for farmers 
in most sections of the United States. Low 
prices have prevailed, and last year when 
prices promised to be higher, there were 
crop failures that more than offset them. It 
is likely that this era of unprofitable farm. 
ing is nearly atan end. Even during the 
era of lowest prices, however, farmers who 
kept their business well in hand, and who 
kept up with the times in matters pertain- 
ing to improved agriculture, have made 
money. We do not say that those whe read 
and profit by agricultural papers have been 
the only ones who succeeded. Observant 
men, by watching the methods of those who 
attained success, have been able to imitate 
them, and in proportion as they used good 
judgment they have been successful, 

It is possible that if farming is, as we be- 
lieve, about to enter on a new era of pros- 
perity, that those who merely keep in the 
ruts willbe able to make some money, as 
their predecessors did in times past. But 
no energetic farmer will bo satisfied with 
ray bg less than the best returns possible 
in his line of business. If he gets higher 
prices for his produce, he will have more 
money for the farm improvements that ex- 
perience has shown to pay the best in his 
neighborhood. Most farmers of late years 
hove done less in farm improvement ‘than 
they wished, because of scarcity of money. 
It is comparatively easy with money in hand 
to do many things which will secure larger 
crops at less cost than the money expended. 
Money makes money in no business more 
surely than in farming, and it may often in 
the beginning of an era of farm prosperity 
pay to borrow money for the purpose of in- 
suring a better and more thorough cultiva- 
tion of the farm. But if money is borrowed 
it should never be in excess of what a single 
good crop can pay, nor be diverted to any 
other purpose than that of producing the 
crop.

Wmeanhy Sight that Greets a Visiter te

Seab in the Potate. 


Some very interesting experiments have 
been conducted by Prof. J. C. Arthur of the 
New-York Experimental Station at Geneva 
on-the cause of the trouble known as the 
scab in the potato. This has been believed 
to be due to fungus action or to minute in- 
sects, the believers in neither being able, as 
Prof. Arthur suggests, to give any reason 
for the faith that is in them. The author re- 
minds us that a potato may lie for days ex- 
posed to the full sun and yet not shrink in 
the slightest degree. It will resist the most 
exsiccating efforts to induce evaporation. 
He finds this to result from the impervious 
character of the skin covering the tuber. It 
is a delicate layer of cork. e cells com- 
pones it are flat, in seven or more layers, 

tting together so closely as to leave no 
space between, and without a trace of the 
starchy matter so abundant in the great 
mass of the potato tuber. It is the destruc- 
tion of these cells that causes the scab. No 
trace of fungus growth appears through any 
of the destructive stages, nor is there any 
trace of insect depredetion. Just whet does 
bring about the destruction of the cellg Prof. 
Arthur was not able to discover, but it is 
certainly neither of these influences that 
have been attributed to it. So far as his 
observations went he found more scab in 
potatoes where stable manure has been em- 
plo ed as a fertilizer than elsewhere. This 

him to suppose that it issome chemical 
element combating the waterproof character 
of the cuticle that causes the trouble. Just 
as in other dermic wounds, the potato has 
the power of healing these by forming new 
skin under that which has been destroyed 
by transforming the starch-bearing cells to 
ese flat, corky ones. This can readily be 
shown by macerating s potatoin water 
when the scab is pushed off, and the clear, 
smooth skin exposed beneath. 

Thus it may seem to be conclusive that 
the cause of potato scab is nota fungus, but 
is due to some injury of theskin. I-have 
always insisted that the scab is due to wire 
worms which eat into the skin of the pota- 
toes. Ten years ago I investigated this 
matter and found that potatoes grown on 
land manured with cow manure were badly | 
damaged, while those fertilized with artifi- 
cial manure were completely free from the 
scab. Wire worm were found coiled in the | 
scabby parts at times; potatoes grown in | 
large pots in which wire worms were placed 
were badly damaged, while those in other 

ts without the wire worms were not in- 
jured, Moréover, some potatoes which were 
carefully exposed and scratched with a 
needle formed scabs over the wounds. Per- | 
haps all thie may not be considered any 
reason for founding a belief upon, but itis 
yathaps good enough when during several 

rs no other reasons have been discovered 

or the damage. However this may be, 

potato growers who desire clean, smooth 

tabers must use artificial fertilizers and 
avoid the use of manure.

Ip February, 1890, the Government of Can 
ada on recommendation of the Hin the 
Minister of Agricultare, made provision for 
the importation of 10,000 bushele of tHo-

Abont 3,200 b 
were sold to 2,600 rae leaving nearly 
1,800 bags on hand. 

I am now instructed to offer the remainin 
stock at three dollars per bag, freight srepain 
to the nearest railway station to the purchaser 
with no restrictions as to the number of 

which any individual may buy. All 
orders must be accompanied by aa remittance 
sufficient to cover the amount of the order.

Death of a Waterloo Veteran. 


The death is announced in England of the 
Earl of Albemarle, one of the now exceed- 
ingly few surviving officers whom Welling. 
ton commanded at Waterloo, seventy-six 
years ago. Born in 1799, the young man 
entered the army in 1815 and was almost 
immediately ordered to the continent with 
his regiment to resist the impetuous 
advance of Napoleon, who had set France 
ablaze with enthusiasm and seemed likely to 
regain his former position as dictator of 
Europe. The story is too well known to re- 
quireretelling, butitissomewhat remarkable

Brussels, where ‘* Belgium's capital had 
gathered then, her beauty and her chival i” 
as sung by Byron in “ Childe Harold.” 
After nearly forty years of peace the earl, 

y that time succeeded his father, 
in the Crimean war, in which 
lan, who was the duke of Welling- 
ton’s military secretary at Waterloo, was 
commander in chief. The Ke pel family of 
which the earl was head, has ot been a 
ous in English history, especially in the 
navy. The family was ori inal’y enobled 
for services rendered to Wi iam ITD., and 
& son of the second earl was a great 
commander in the French war of that 
ke He also accompanied the famous 
rd Anson in a voyage around the world. 
A brother of the late earl was distinguished 
ascommandér of the naval forces before 
Sebastopol in 1854. Lord Bury, who succeeds 
to the title, is well known in this country, 
baving frequently visited it. He is t e 
author of several books relating both to 
Canada and the United States and has 
been @ prominent politician for many years. 
In this connection itis curious to note that 
there is yet living a lady, the daughter of 
that duchess of Richmond 
ball the night before Waterloo, She was one 
of the belles of the evening, being at that 
time about seventeen years of age. Lady 
de Ros, now upwards of ninety, is living in 
Treland, and is invigorous in A for one 
of her great age.

An Interesting Letter by a Canadian 
Traveller, 


The following interesting letter was 
written from Ning-po by a Canadian lady 
traveller, to a friend in Ottawa :-— 


Dean H.—Here we are safe at Ning-po, 
but how am I to describe my surroundings 
to you, orgive youany lucid idea of the 
people, who seem to do everything in a 
manner exactly contrary to what we have 
been accustomed—verily the Chinese are 
our —— in many things besides geo- 
graphical position. 

It is to hoped that as years pass by 
that ~ mouth and eyes may recover their 
natural (Canadian) shape and position. At 
present the former is generally half open, 
and the latter staring, with astonishment 
at the unexpected sights and sounds they 
encounter. 

Picture to yourself, the first sight that 
greeted us on our arrival, was a military 
officer, attired in an embroidered petticoat, 
who had a string of beads round his neck, 


.| and a fan in his hand. He certainly had 


several scabbards hanging from his belt, but 
one held chop-sticks, another had a knife 
handle sticking out of it, and when he 
mounted his horse (which, by-the-bye, he 
did from the right side) he shut up his fan, 
and pushed it into the third. 

Later on, we came to a sort of garden, in 
which were a number of elderly men, some 
s cages in their hands, others were 
running about eatching crickets for the

I read somewhere a few days ago, that | } 


for the practice of medicine, you ‘did not 
require to know what was inside a man” 
which meant that the symptoms are of 
more importance to be known than the 
disease itself. For the sake of Chinese 
practitioners. I-hope this is true, as they 
have very peculiar ideas, as to where the 
different organs are located. In their 
anatomical scheme, they place the heart 
in the middle of the body, and the other 
organs neatly round it ; but still healing 
is with them, as with us, a science. Quacks 
abound here as at home, but a regular 

ractitioner is one who treats disease accord- 
ing to certain rules, and never puts patients 
to torture or death save ‘‘ selon les regles.” 
The fact is, the Chinese practice of medicine 
is not easy for a foreigner to understand, for 
the system on which they found their 
modes of cure, has no paralled with that of 
our own country. 

In the fourth moon, a tstiris visible 
in all Chinese cities, and shortly after we 
went to Ning-po, we were constantly meet- 
ing with men, women, and children clad in 
brick-red garments, with manacles on their 
arms. On enquiry, we found that this is the 
ordinary prison dress, and that these le 
call themselves, and teach their children to 
call themselves, ‘‘oulprits.” Gangs of them 
may be sometimes seen g rapidly 
through the streets, wildly dangling their 
handcuffs and chains. On further enquiry 
we learn that these, young and old, are per- 
sons who have been visited with some sore 
sickness during the year, and they come in 
this “ culprit” guise, to return their thanks 
to the five deities who have helped forward 
their cure, and, who are to be honoured with 
one of the grandest feasts during the year ; 
a feast, on which thousands of pounds are 
annuall ed. These five deities are 
named King, (Gold or Metal,) Muh, (Wood, ) 
Shwuy, (Water,) Ho, (Fire,) Too, (Earth) ; 
the Chinese belief is, that man’s constitu- 
tion is com of these five elements mix- 
ed up in him in different proportions, if all 
Pye peer rem — in — health, 
if one pre erates hie system is de ed 
and be waiiem pee 

The ician has to diagnose and dis- 
cover which element preponderates, and 
counteract its influence by proper antidotes, 
Par-example: A friend of ours used to be 
distr at seeing Jack eat so much roast 
meat—but one day said, ‘‘Ah, I see now 
why it does not injure you, you dripk large 
draughts of cold water, so the fire is put 
out.’ 

When you consult a ae. his mode 
of proceeding is this: He lays your hand 
on asoft cushion, feels your pulse at both 
wrists, asks your age, and the symptoms of 
your indisposition, ooks you attentively in 
the face, and then writes out the i 
tion you are to follow, and hands it to you, 
to cake to your own chemist to make up. 
A dose of Chinese medicine is quite a curios- 
ity, it is. about the size of a pound of 
moist sugar, and consists of twenty separate 
little packets, four or five kinds of bark, a 
little orange peel, some walnuts, some ae 
tian, half a dozen other roots, and a black 
treacly maas, not unlike a cake of black- 
ing ; these are all boiled together, and a 
= half pint of the decoction taken quite

plant for the manufacture of a nickel 
steel in Canada, Although the report 
of the deputation’s visit does not ex- 
pressly atate where the works should be 
established, ie has since been shown by 
Mr. McCuaig that the object of the 
petition was for a bonus to establish 
smelting works in Toronto and not in 
Coo Hill, That such an industry would 
bea great advantage (o any municipality 
4n which it might be established will 
readily be seen. Nor yet alone would 
it tend to build up the town or city 
where located. Mr, McCuaig, who has 
done some figuring on the question and 
who speaks in referonce to Toronto, 
argues that while it would be of great 
benefit to the city, it would also add’ 
greatly to the wealth of the provinco as

Estimating the acreage under barley 
in Ontario last year at 701,326 acres, it 
has been shown that the farmers of the 
proyince may lose by a delay of one 
week in the time of seeding over .two- 
and-a-half millions of dollars on the 
barley crop alone, and by a delay of 
two weeks more than three and three- 
quarter millions, estimating the value 
of barley at 50 cents per bushel. 

Prof: Saunders, of the Experimental 
Farm, — that the average yield of 
Carter’s Prize Prolific Barley has been 
25} bushels per acre, being 3 and three- 
tenths bushels more than the yield of 
the six-rowed barley for 1890, as given 
in the statistics for Ontario. A gain of 
3 and three-tenths bushels per acre on 
the barley acreage of Ontario for 1890 
would add $1,157,187.00 to the farm- 
ing community of the province, reckon- 
ing the barley at 50 cents per bushel. 
The average weight of the samples re-

ernment. The effect of the discussion which 
| has been carried on between the two Govern- 
‘ments has been materially to narrow the area 
of controversy. It is now quite clear that 
advisers of the President do not claim Beh- 
ring Sea as a mare clausum, and indeed that 
they repudiate that contention in expresed 
terms. Nor do they rely aga justification 
| for the seizure of British ships in the open 
} Sea upon the contention that the interests of 
the seal fisheries give to the United States 
| Government any right for the | urpose, 
_which, according to international law, 
jit would not otherwise what. 
ever importance they attach to preser- 
vation of the fur sea specics, and they justly 
look on it as an object deserving the most 
serious solicitude. Theydonot conceive that 
it confers upon any maritime powers righte 
| over the open ocean which that power could 
} not assert on other grounds. The claim of 
the United States to prevent the exercise of 
| the seal tishery by other nations in Behring 
| Sea rests now exclusively upon the interest

How to Onltivate Cabbage. - 


In growing cabbage, whether for early, 


midsummer or winter, there are three re. g8 


quirements necessary to succeed : good, 
healthy plants, a suitable soil, and last, but 
not least, cultivation, says Vick’s Ma- 
ine. Our early cabbage is sown in hot- 
about the middle of February ; the 
young plants are aired frequently, trans- 
planted when small, and exposed to the cold 
as they grow older so as to ensure good, 
stocky, well-hardened planta. The second 
crop we sow in cold trames tke last of March, 
sparingly to avoid transplanting ; and for 
winter use about the 20th of April. The 
varieties we use are Early Jersey Wakefield 
for first crop.

Curing Pork. 

First. —For wot A 100 pounds of pork take 
eight pounds of salt, five pounds of sugar, 
four ounces of saltpeter and one ounce of 
pepper, d make a pickle strong enough to 

tan ogg, and pour iton the pork when 
cold. The hams should be at the bottom, 
shoulders next and the sides ontop. This 
will picklo it well if left in for six weeks, 
when it should be lifted and every part 
where the bones protrude upon the fleshy 
side lightly covered with red pepper. Hang 
up carefully in smokehouse, not too close, 80 

t the smoke can freely circulate and 
reach every part of each piece. 

Second.—Salt down the pork for, about 
two weeks, take up and salt, with one tea- 
spoonful of saltpeter to each ham and three 
pounds of brown sugar to each hundred 
pounds; pack down for two weeks more ; 
take up and wash hams in warm water and 
put them in clean sacks of course, white 
cloth, which have been steeped in a solution 
of lime ; hang and smoke for about three 
weeks, and they can then be left hanging the 
entire season. No insects will molest them 
if thus prepared. 

Third.— After the hams are 
. the animal heat being entirely out of them, 
put them down.in salt for a few days, after 
which liftand drain off all the bloody water. 
Make the following pickle sufficient to cover 
them : Nine pounds of salt, three ounces of 
saltpeter! one ounce of salaratus, four pounds 
of brown sugar and six galJons‘of water. After 
lying in the pickle fora month, hang and 
smoke as in No. 1. : 

The famous Westphalia hams are cured.as 
follows : they are first rubbed with dry salt 
and left to drain for twenty-four hours. 
Four quarts of salt, three pounds brown 

, one pound of saltpeter, four ounces of 
val pranelie and four ounces of juniper 
berries are bruised and well mixed shnethar 
and boiled in six quarts of water. The brine 
is then cooled and skimmed. The hams are 
taken from the salt and are wiped dry, and 
the cold pickle then run over them and well 
rubbed into the meat. There should be 
enough brine to cover the meat which should 
be turned every second day for two weeks, 
after which they are taken out, — dry, 
and a mixture of Pept , salt and bran is 
thoroughly well ru into the meat. 
They are then smoked a little for three 
months, or even more, until completely 
dry, when they will keep sound and improve 
in flavor for q

shoulder and across the loins, we conclude 
that we have a perfect sheep for producing 
valuable wool.

How to Draw Nails and Spikes. 


When a nail or spike has been driven into 
alive tree or into timber, after a year or 
more the fibers of the wood will have con- 
tracted so tightly about the metal that it 
will be exceedingly difficult to draw the 
iron, But strike a nail or spike a sharp 
blow with a hammer and drive it ina trifle, 
80 as to break the wood fibres around the 
metal, and a nail can be withdrawn with only 
a little force. Iron gate hinges are frequent- 
ly driven into a living tree. When one is 
not in possession of a large and strong claw- 
bar, bore a hole close to the hinge on the 
under side, and the hinge can easily 
crowded down into the hole and withdrawn. 
When a large nail has been driven head and 
all beyond the surface of the nail, and with 
a nail-set crowd tlie nail into the hole. 
When nails have become rusty, they will 
usually break in two, leaving a portion of 
the iron in the timber. But strike a rusty 
nail a sharp blow, and one can sometimes 
withdraw it with his fingers. In tearing 
down an old building if it is desirable to take 
off the boards or casings without splitting 
them, placea nail-set on the head of each 
nail, and with a hammer start it inward 
about an eighth of an inch. One blow will 
break the hold of the nail so that mostof the 
nails will come out when the boards are 
driven off.
